The advance to 6 per cent in the Bank of 
England’s rate of discount, without waiting 
for the regular meeting of the board of gov- 
ernors on Thursday, was regarded as indl- 
eating a reopening of gravity in the situa- 
tion. There was a residue of apprehension 
holding over from the publication at the 
close of the Saturday stock market of the 
bank statement. But feeling over the bank-

a proportionate strengthening of the banking 
position at points most required. The New 
York clearing house banks were thus seen to 
have been sdmirably fulfilling their function 
as the central reserve depository for the 
banks of the whole country and to have met 
the heavy demand upon them with requisite 
resources while still in a ecendition of 
strength, leaving no excuse for alarm. The 
engagements of gold for import continued on 
a large scale, in spite of the measures of ob- 
struction in foreign markets.

Bankers’ Conference Discussed 
by the Dealers 


Most of the Dealers Think the Re- 
suit Will Strengthen the Market, 
Baying ef Goid in Europe 
Continues Notwithstand- 
ing Haise in Kates. 


New York, November 4.—The. stock market 
had an attack of nerves today, but it passed 
almost as quickly as a shudder through the 
human frame. The momentary*shock caused 
some deep inroads on prices, but. the re- 
COVE rel level of prices presented not only 
repair of the losses, but some substan- 
Before the day was over revised 
construction had been placed on some of the 
very occurrences which caused the opening 
break in prices, so that they were made to 
aid materially in the recovery. To start with, 
sinister significance was attached to the pro- 
longed conferences which had been going on 
over Sunday between many prominent bank- 
ers and capitalists of high standing and 
which it had been sought to attribute to a 
renewed crisis in the New York Trust Com- 
pany situation. The later view of these in- 
cidents Was that they had resulted in solidify- 
Ing and fortifying the trust company situa- 
tion and incidertally in paving the way tor 
further consideration of the steel and iron 
industry of the country. The view also found 
credence that protective measures for the 
stock market itself had been perfected by 
agreement among the financiers in confer- 
The fact that prices of stocks 
were the lowest and sufficient support 
was in force to work a prompt. check to the 
dectine and early recovery added to the 
strength of the belief in the reports of meas- 
ures of protection adopted.
